Imaam flhmad reports in his fY\usnad from 
fll- % Abbaas Ibn % Abdil /Huttalib Radhial- 
laahu K flnhu who said: "I said O Rasool of 
flllaah, indeed when the quraysh meet one 
another then they meet them with good 
faces, but when they meet us then they 
do so with faces that we don't recognise* 
So Nabi Sallallaahu K fllayhi UJa Sallam be- 
came very angry and said: "I take an oath 
by flllaah that Bemaan will not enter the 
heart of a person until he loves you for 
the sake of flllaah and for being my rela- 
tive- 9999 

His Journey Seeking Knowledge: 

Shaykh flbu Bakr flhHusayni Hafidhahullaah 
was brought up in a house of goodness and 
piety, and flourished by love for the Deen 
and to be successful, until his studies took 
him to the academy of Islaamic Studies, 
he graduated from the Islaamic university 
in Baghdaad after having completed there- 
in his Bachelor's, Master's and Doctorate 
degrees- 

The Shaykh has a wide knowledge of his- 
tory and noble genealogy, and has mas- 
tered the ten Qiraa 9 aat of the Qur 9 aan, 



and this is from the success that flllaah 
has granted him intending to use him for 
goodness- It comes in the Saheehayn from 
fflu'aawiyah Ibn flbi Sufyaan Radhiallaahu 
K flnhumaa from Nabi Sallallaahu K fllayhi UJa 
Sallam who said: "UJhen flllaah intends good- 
ness for a person He grants him understand- 
ing of the Deen- 99 

This is the second reason to honour this 
noble man, because Imaam flt-Tabaraani 
and fll-Haakim have reported from Hadhrat 
^Ubaadah Ibn fls-Saamit Radhiallaahu K flnhu 
from Rasoolullaah Sallallaahu K fllayhi UJa Sal- 
lam who said: "He who does not honour our 
elderly, have mercy on our youngsters and 
recognise the rights of our scholars, then he 
is not from my Ummah- 99 

Imaam flbu Daawood reports from Hadhrat 
flbu /yioosaa fll-flsh K ari Radhiallaahu K flnhu 
from Rasoolullaah Sallallaahu K fllayhi UJa Sal- 
lam who said: "Indeed it is from the Gran- 
deur of flllaah Ta ^aalaa to honour an elderly 
white haired Muslim, and the bearer of the 
Qur'aan who does not overstep the limits! 
or turns away from it, and also to honour 
a just ruler- 99 

There exists within Shaykh flbu Bakr some- 
thing which is not found in many others; 
Knowledge which links to Nabi Sallallaahu 
^fllayhi UJa Sallam, and a lineage which links 
up to Nabi Sallallaahu K fl lay hi UJa Sallam- 

The honourable Shaykh has personified that 
which was related from Hadhrat K Umar Ibn 
fll-Khattaab Radhiallaahu K flnhu - which is 



reported by Imaam fll-Bukhaari Rahimahuh 
laah - when he said: "Study and get an 
understanding of the Deen before you are 
appointed as a leader- 99 So he did not move 
from his position until he had gained a prop- 
er understanding of the Deen- He went from 
teaching to being the Imaam and Khateeb in 
many /Vlasaajid in Iraq, from there he went 
on to being placed in charge of a group of 
/Hujaahideen in Iraq, then to being a mem- 
ber of the /Ylujaahideen Shooraa council, to 
being in charge of the general committee 
overseeing the running of the provinces of 
the Islaamic State ( of Iraq), then being the 
leader of the Islaamic State of Iraq receiv- 
ing the Bay K ah from the Shooraa council as 
well as the flhlul Halli UJal "flqd, and after 
the passing of some years under the Bay *ah 
of this Imaam the boundaries of his state 
reached the regions of Shaam, thus he be- 
came the flmeerul /Vlu 9 mineen of the Islaamic 
State of Iraq and Shaam, and after just 
more than a year flllaah granted victory 

at the hands of the Imaam and purified vast 
expanses of land in Iraq and Shaam from 
the filth of the Safawis, Nusayris and apos- 
tate Sahawaat, and he spread therein the 
law of Islaam, and the announcement of the 
Islaamic Khilaafah was made on the first of 
Ramadhaan in the Hijri year 7435, and flbu 
Bakr was given the Bay ' ah as the Khaleefah 
of the /Yluslims- 

Then the groups from the /Ylurtaddeen, the 
Raafidhah and the flhlul Kitaab joined forces, 
and they attacked the Islaamic State as a 
united front, so much so that the /Muslims 



suffered the loss of both Shaykhs - flbu 
^Umar and flbu Hamzah - in one battle! 

But then after them came the honourable 
Imaam, as the /Vlujaahid Shaykh flbu 
/Vluhammad flh K fldnaani Hafidhahullaah said: 
"UJe are such people fllhamdulillaah that 

we are not struck but that we increase in 
power and solidity as a result, so when flbu 
K Umar fell we said "UJhere will we yet 
another leader like flbu K Umar?" But then 
flbu Bakr rose in his wake, and what do 
you know of flbu Bakr? If you were to ask 
about him, then he is a Husayni, Qurayshi, 
from the progeny of the pure flhlul Bayt, 
a practising scholar as well as a devout 
worshipper and /Vlujaahid, I saw within him 
the K flqeedah, endurance, fearlessness and 
aspiration of flbu /Wus K ab ( flz-Zarqawi), 
as well as the tolerance, justice, guidance 
and humility of flbu ^Umar (fll-Baghdaadi), 
alongside the intelligence, resourcefulness, 
determination and patience of flbu Hamzah 
(flhffluhaajir)' 

The adversities have taught him much, and 
the tribulations have polished him further- 
After spending eight years in Jihaad drink- 
ing from those rivers, until he became the 
person whose opinion everyone looks for and 
who they rely upon, he is a person who to 
gain closeness to flllaah is deserving of hav- 
ing his feet washed and kissed, and to call 
him flmeerul /Ylu'mineen, and to ransom 
him with one's wealth, life and children, and 
flllaah is a UJitness upon what I am bearing 
witness to- 

And the Shaykh acting upon his knowledge 
is the third reason why he is loved by ev- 
ery person who researches and seeks the 
truth- There are many other reasons, and 
abundant virtues to love and respect the 
Shaykh- 

fls for those who don't admit to these vir- 
tues, and who finds fault with the Shaykh 
while he is a criticising insulter, then let 



him burp elsewhere away from us, because 
it doesn't harm us but rather only makes 
himself look bad- 
Some Doubts and its Answers: 

If it's said: "Are the conditions to be a 
Khaleefah found in Shaykh flbu Bakr fll- 
Baghdaadi?" 

The conditions to be the Khaleefah are 
those which have been mentioned by the 
K Ulamaa of Islaam, which are established 
by the Book of flllaah and the Sunnah of 
the best of mankind- Not those which have 
been stipulated by the modern countries or 
what the oppressive United Nations decides- 

Imaam Badruddeen Ibn Jamaa K ah says re- 
garding the conditions of a Khaleefah: 
"There 

are ten conditions to qualify for it and 
they are: 

7: The Khaleefah must be male 

2: Free (not a slave) 

3: Have reached the age of puberty 

4: Sane 

5: /Muslim 

6: Just 

7: Brave 

8: Qurayshi 

9: ft Scholar 

70: Adequate to be able to see to the 
political affairs of the Ummah and its well- 
being- 

So when a person with these qualities is 
given the Bay ' ah, and there is not an exist- 
ing Khaleefah, then his Bay ' ah and Khilaafah 
will be established, and it will become oblig- 
atory to obey him as long as it is not in 
disobedience to flllaah and His Rasool Sallal- 
laahu ^fllayhi U)a Sallam-"

Haafidh Ibn Hajar has reported Ijmaa* (consen- 
sus) on that point and said: "The Fuqahaa are 
in agreement upon the obligation of obeying the 
ruler who came to power through force, and 
to fight Jihaad alongside him, and obeying him 
is better than rebelling against him because it 
will prevent bloodshed and allow the people to 
live in peace- 99 (Fathul Baari)

Last month, the mujahidTn of the Islamic State car- 
ried out a massacre against PKK soldiers in Jaza'ah, 
north of Wilayat al-Barakah, where they succeed- 
ed in killing over 100 PKK murtaddTn. On the heels 
of this massacre came a lightning advance by the 
mujahidTn from multiple directions, including 
Jarablus, SirrTn and Tal Abyad, towards the Syrian 
border city of 'Ayn al-lslam (previously 'Ayn al-Ar- 
ab). Aerial bombardment from America and its 
coalition failed to hinder the advance, and after 
facing intense shelling and being locked in fierce 
urban combat with the mujahidTn, the PKK/YPG 
murtaddTn have been reduced to begging Turkey 
for support as the Islamic State is on the verge of 
liberating the city. 



The Islamic State's onslaught against the PKK 
murtaddin in Sham was recently complimented 
by a successful assault on the peshmerga in the 
district of Daquq in Wilayat Kirkuk, which result- 
ed in dozens of their soldiers being killed. 

These are just a few examples of the many op- 
erations carried out in recent weeks and the nu- 
merous victories achieved by the Islamic State in 
both Iraq and Sham against an increasing list of 
enemies.

the dajjal.

From Zayd ibn thabit Al-ansari (radiya allahu anhu) 
said I heard the Messenger Peace be upon Him say: 
"O tooba (a tree in paradise/glad tidings) for the 
Shaam!, O tooba (a tree in paradise/glad tidings) for 
the Shaam!, O tooba (a tree in paradise/glad tidings) 
for the Shaam!"

From Abdullah Ibn Omar (radiya allahu anhuma) he 
said: The messenger of Allah Peace be upon Him said, 
I saw a pillar of the book was taken from underneath 
my pillow and I looked and it was an extending light 
directed toward Al-shaam. Verily al-iman (the faith), 
at the time of fitan (turmoil) is in Al-shaam. [It is an 
authentic hadith] 

From Mu'awiya ibn Qura (raised to the Prophet) (radi- 
ya allahu anhu): The Messenger Peace be upon Him 
said: "If the people of Al-shaam are corrupted then 
there is no good in you. There will always be a group 
of my Ummah that will be victorious, and they will 
not be harmed by those who seek to humiliate them 
until the hour comes. [This as an authentic hadith.] 

This hadeeth is one of the saheeh hadeeths that speak 
of the virtues of Greater Syria (Bilaad al-Shaam). It 
was narrated by the great Sahaabi Zayd ibn Thaabit 
(may Allah be pleased with him) who said: 



We were with the Messenger of Allah (blessings and 
peace of Allah be upon him), collecting the Qur'aan 
from pieces of vellum, and the Messenger of Al- 
lah (blessings and peace of Allah be upon him) said: 
"Blessed is (Greater) Syria." We said: Why is that, O 
Messenger of Allah? He said: "Because the angels of 
the Most Merciful spread their wings over it." [Narrat- 
ed by al-Tirmidhi (no. 3954); he said: Hasan ghareeb. 
Also narrated by Imam Ahmad in al-Musnad (35/483, 
Mu'sasat al-Risaalah edn.), classed as saheeh by the 
commentators.]

Salama ibn Nufayl al-Hadrami al-Sakuni came to the 
Prophet and said: "I have fattened the horses and laid 
down arms, for war has rested its burdens and there is 
no more fighting."

Abu Hurayrah reported that Allah's Messenger (sal- 
lallahu 'alayhi wa sal-lam) said, "The Hour will not be 
es-tablished until the Romans land at al-Amaq or Dabiq 
(two places near each oth-er in the northern coun- 
try-side of Halab). Then an army from al-Ma-dinah of 
the best people on the earth at that time will leave for 
them. When they line up in ranks, the Romans will say, 
'Leave us and those who were taken as prisoners from 
amongst us so we can fight them.' The Muslims will say, 
c Nay, by Allah, we will not aban-don our brothers to 
you.' So they will fight them. Then one third of them 
will flee; Allah will never forgive them. One third will 
be killed; they will be the best martyrs with Al-lah. And 
one third will con-quer them; they will never be afflict- 
ed with fitnah. 

Then they will conquer Constantinople. While they are 
dividing the war booty, having hung their swords on 
olive trees, Shaytan will shout, 'The [false] Messiah has 
fol-lowed after your families [who were left behind.]' So 
they will leave [for their families], but Shay tan's claim 
is false. When they arrive to Sham he comes out. Then 
while they are pre-paring for battle and filing their ranks, 
the prayer is called.

Then, these nuzza' gathered in Sham, the land 
of malahim and the land of al-Malhamah al- 
Kubra. Allah's Messenger (sallallahu 'alayhi wa 
sallam) has informed of battles that will occur 
in places within Sham and its vicinity, such as 
al-Ghutah, Damascus, Dabiq (or al-A'maq), the 
Euphrates River, and Constantinople (which 
is near Sham), as well as Baytul-Maqdis (Je- 
rusalem), the gate of Lod, Lake Tiberius, the 
Jordan River, Mount Sinai, and so on. And he 
(sallallahu 'alayhi wa sallam) linked this bless- 
ed land with many of the events related to al- 
Masih, al-Mahdi, and the Dajjal. 

Abud-Darda'(radiyallahu'anh) said that Allah's

Abu Dharr (radiyallahu 'anh) said that Allah's 
Messenger (sallallahu 'alayhi wa sallam) said, 
"Sham is the land of congregation and disper- 
sal [meaning resurrection]" [sahih - reported 
by al-Bazzar and others]. 




Shaykh Hamud at-Tuwayjin (rahimahullah), in 
commenting on some of the narrations about 
the tribulations and battles in Sham, said, "In 
these narrations is evidence that the bulk of 
at-Ta'ifatul-Mansurah (the victorious group) will 
be in Sham near the end of times, because the 
Khilafah will be there. They will continue to be 
there clearly upon the truth until Allah sends 
the pleasant breeze and it takes the soul of 
every person who has faith in his heart, as pre- 
ceded in the sahih narrations that the Proph- 
et (sallallahu 'alayhi wa sallam) said, 'Until the 
command of Allah comes while they are upon 
that [condition]'" [Ithaful-Jama'ah].
